Mailbox Improvement Week 


of the owner’s residence, the pa¬ 
tron’s name and address must be 
shown on the box. 


Each spring the Post Office 
Department designates a week 
during which patrons on rural, 
city mounted, and box delivery 
star routes are encouraged to ex¬ 
amine and improve, where neces¬ 
sary, the appearance of their 
mailboxes. This year the week of. 
May 18-23 has been selected. The 
purpose of Mailbox Improvement 
Week is to call attention to the 
need for providing mail recepta¬ 
cles which are conveniently lo¬ 
cated, neat in appearance, safe to 
use, and which protect the mail 
from the weather. 

Mailboxes that meet these re¬ 
quirements contribute to a "more 
efficient delivery operation and, 
therefore, result in improved 
service to the entire route. 

Mailboxes of the approved tra¬ 
ditional or contemporary design 
are required. Patrons still using 
obsolete, top-opening boxes may 
continue to use them at that lo¬ 
cation, provided they are kept in 
serviceable condition and other¬ 
wise meet the requirements. 

Boxes and supports should be 
kept painted and free from rust. 
The name of the owner should be 
shown on the side of the box 
visible to the carrier as he ap¬ 
proaches or on the door where 
boxes are grouped.

We were anxious to 
get. out on the river, but first we 
had to eat breakfast, obtain fish¬ 
ing licenses, gas for the outboard 
motors, and wait for the arrival 
of the guides at eight in the 
morning. 

No Salmon Rod 
At breakfast, I was introduced 
to two Springfield men, A1 San- 
taniello and Joe Dubois. They had 
arrived early Sunday evening, 
and were also itching to hit the 
river as soon as possible.

“The best Spring salmon fish¬ 
ing in 30 years,” one guide re¬ 
marked, as we were carrying the 
five salmon to the ice house lo¬ 
cated in the back of the Island 
View Lodge, Sunny Corner, on 
the Miramichi, in New Bruns¬ 
wick, Canada. The water was low 
.. .partially clear. . .and the tem¬ 
perature of the air around 75 de¬ 
grees. Ideal fishing conditions, 
plus thousands of grisle (small 
salmon and mature salmon lying 
in the pools of the river waiting

I planned a trip to the Miramichi. 
His creations were what the Sal¬ 
mon wanted. In one hole, I took 
five grisle in succession with his 
orange and white design. My 
guide, Albert Ward, remarked 
that he had seen it happen be¬ 
fore, but it was a rarity. 

Dream Fishing 

The first clay of fishing was 
just unbelievable. I have seen 
movies of anglers hitting virgin 
rivers and lakes in the “Wilds,” 
and catching fish on every cast. 
This was the case here.. .1 kept 
count and witnessed my guide 
catching nine grisle with nine 
casts before missing. “Amazing!” 
In the morning, before dinner, I 
boated about 15 grisle, which 
were released, and one seven 
pound salmon that was put on 
ice. The afternoon fishing was 
the same, and the after supper 
stint just as exciting. For three 
clays, my arms were so tired from 
catching fish at the end of the 
clay, that it was heavenly just to 
rest them on a table, or on the 
arms of a chair. Yes, it was a 


Bob tied into an eleven pound 
salmon and fought it for almost 
a mile down stream. Finally, 
he tired out the fish enough to net 
it, but before netting the battler 
he asked his guide to light him a 
cigarette, which the guide did. 
This cigarette incident travelled 
the river and was chuckled over 
many times. 

Rudy Pastereck, Springfield, 
Jim McDonough, game biologist 
of the Mass. Div. of Fisheries and 
Game, and Dr. Dombrosky of 


but as usual our connections 
fouled up and I headed north 
with my light Conlon glass flyrod 
that I use for small trout fish¬ 
ing. My apprehension over the 
durabiity of the glass and wheth¬ 
er it would withstand the whack¬ 
ing, smashing strains caused by 
a hooked large salmon were need¬ 
less. The rod stood the gaff due 
greatly to the functioning of the 
flyreel I had obtained from A1 
Witek, Westfield Sport store 
owner. The reel is a new creation 
imported from France, and is 
constructed to reel in with a four 
to one ratio, plus a ‘star-drag” 
that proved invaluable when 
fighting the large salmon.
